Since coming back to this 
office after spending nine 
months on the copy desk, I’ve 
been searching around for 
some material for a column. 

So when Pontoon Beach 
‘Trustee Randy Presswood was 
apparently kicked off the 
board for not being a resident, 
Tthought I had hit pay dirt 

After all, as colorful and 
interesting municipal govern- 
ments go, Pontoon Beach is 
usually at the top of the heap 

But then someone called and 
told me something disturbing 

We had made a mistake 

T more specific, in an 
unrelated matter an error of 
fact had appeared in one of 
my stor 

Not that someone disagreed 
with what I had written, or 
how it had been written, or 
was upset about it, but a 
small, tiny error. 

So in all fairness, I could 
hardly criticize the failings of 
others without admitting to a 
few of my own. (And if you’re 
waiting to find out what this 
mistake was, I ain’t telling.) 

The most ‘hateful thing to a 
journalist is a mistake. Not the 
ones caused by some copy edi- 
tor, or a nameless production 
person — you know, somebody 
else’s fault — but their own. 

And one thing I’ve learned in 
this business is the only con- 
stant is the constant chance of 
making a complete fool of 
yourself. 

Because once _ this’ minor 
error showes up, it keeps going 
and going like some sick-mind- 
ed Energizer bunny until 
someone catches it and tells us 
about it. 

Errors can happen many dif- 
ferent ways. Someone can give 
you incorrect information, they 
might deliberately try to 
deceive you, you may hear it 
wrong, or you may write it 
wrong. As a story develops, 
the facts that you knew one 
day can change the next. Or,

in the case of some highly 
technical matters, you can try 
to simplify it for your audience 
and end up confusing every- 
body. 

You can even type a single 
letter or number incorrectly, 
or leave out a simple word in 
a sentence. 

In the end it doesn’t matter 
because no matter what hap- 
pens, it’s your name at the top 
and it is there forever 

And once the mistake is 
down in black and white, it 
ean keep repeating itself. 

Newspapers traditionally 
rely on their morgue — or clip 
file — for background informa- 
tion about ongoing stories. If 
the mistake is there, chances 
are it will show up again, 
sometimes decades or centu- 
ries later 

My greatest fear is that all 
of human civilization is 
destroyed except one of my 
stories, and an alien archaeolo- 
gist discovers it, bases his (or 
hers, or its) entire concept of 
us on it — and it’s wrong 

And in today computer 
age, you can transfer your 
mistake at the push of a but- 
ton, giving someone else fol- 
lowing up on your story the 
chance to make your mistake 
all over again, and soon... 

Unless somebody tells us 

As big an ego as I have (and 
in this business you have to 
have one to survive) I alway 
appreciated being pulled aside 
and enlightened, and I can 
even endure a ‘little public 
humiliation. 

Because in the end, being 
right is all that matters:

Many landlords never enter into a written 
lease with their tenants. They simply operate 
on an informal basis with both parties under-

standing the amount of rent which is to be 
paid. Sometimes a dispute arises between a 
landlord and tenant in these situations where 
there is no written lease. It then becomes 
important to understand the rights of the 
respective parties in these matters. 

When there is no written lease for a definite 
term, Illinois law presumes that the partie: 
are operating. under a month to month ten- 
ancy. This means. that the landlord can give 
the tenant 30 days written notice to leave the 
property. Likewise, the tenant can give the 
landlord. the same notice of his intention to 
vacate the property. Neither is obligated for 
an extended period of time, and this can 
Prove to be an advantage or disadvantage 
depending-dn the circumstances of the 
parties. 

In one recent case, a tenant became dissat- 
isfied with condition of his apartment. There 
was no written lease, and he notified the land- 
lord in_writing that he would be leaving in ten 
days. This notice was provided on January 21 
and the tenant was gone by February 1. The 


assessed the tenant the additional rent. 

In another case, a tenant without a written 
lease had lived in an apartment for more than 
two years. She had always been a model ten- 
ant, and she was never late with the rent. In 
the middle of winter, she received a 30 day 
written notice from the landlord.to vacate the 
premises. She inquired as to whether, the 
landlord needed a good reason to terminate 
her tenancy. With a month to month tenancy, 
the landlord can evict the tenant for any rea- 
son or for no reason at all as long as the 
proper notice is given. 

It is apparent that there are certain disad- 
vantages to the informal month to month ten- 
ancy. The tenant can be forced to leave with 
very little opportunity to make other arrange- 
ments, and the landlord likewise can find him- 
self without a renter with only 30 days notice. 
On the other hand, many landlords and ten- 
ants like this informal arrangement because it 
gives them the freedom to remove them- 
Selves from an undesirable situation

Shootout’s 
wild ride takes 
turn for better 


‘The 17th annual 
Coca-Cola/KMOX Shootout, 
scheduled for Dec. 11 at Keil 
Center in downtown St. Louis, 
has already been through a 
roller-coaster ride and not one 
game has yet been played. 

It was good news when 
Shootout officials announced 
the parece nae teams, which 
included probably the four best 
teams in Illinois for the 1997-98 
basketball season, one of 
which was Galesburg. Not only 
were the Silver Streaks 
expected to be state 
championship caliber this 
campaign, but the boys of 
coach Mike Miller would 
feature one of the nation’s 
premier players, Roderick 
‘Baby Shaq” Thompson, a 
transfer from Chicago Carver. 

For Thompson, it was a long 
way from Altgeld Gardens, 
near the Cabrini-Green housing 
project in Chicago, to 
Galesburg, a town of 30,000 in 
Northwest Illinois. Altgeld 
Gardens was a rough and 
tumble neighborhood with 
gangs galore, drug dealers on 
street corners and routine 
drive-by shootings. And Carver 
was a problem-plagued school 
with indifferent teachers, 
weapon wielding students and 
hourly fights. Thompson 
wanted out. He wanted an 
education. He wanted to stay 
alive. 

Thompson’s brother lived in 
Galesburg. The solution 
seemed simple: Move from his 
parents’ house in Chicago to 
his brother’s in Galesburg. 

But things are never so 
simple with the Illinois High 
School Association. Not when a 
star basketball player is 
involved. 

The IHSA has strict rules 
about school transfers by 
athletes. Changes in 
guardianship — which is what 
the Thompson move involved 
— are allowed only when 
circumstances are beyond a 
family’s control. Wanting to 
flee a bad neighborhood is not 
sufficient reason. And, so, the 
IHSA, which is determined to 
keep student athletes from 
shopping around for the best 
teams and to keep schools 
from recruiting top players — 
and rightfully so — turned 
thumbs down on the transfer. 

It was bad news for 
Thompson, for Galesburg and 
for the Shootout when the 
THSA ruled the transfer 
student ineligible for the 
1997-98 school year. The 
6-foot-6, 225-pound power 
forward had averaged 24 
points and 15 rebounds a game 
for Carver, making them 
contenders in the hunt for a 
state title before he had 
transferred to Galesburg this 
past spring. 

The official decision 
presented Thompson with a 
no-win dilemma: live in 
Chicago and play basketball at 
Carver or live in Galesburg
